SUBJECT — Creation of Special Land Acquisition Cell and related posts, One at Collectorate , 

Sundergarh and another at Collectorate , Jharsuguda in connection with L.A. work for 
OPGC capacity addition project. 


In order to speed up the land acquisition process of OPGC is expansion projects, Government 
have decided to create two SpecialLand Acquisition Cells one at Collectorate , Sundergarh & another 
at Collectorate , Jharsuguda and approved for engagementof the following personnel in the Special 
Land Acquisition Cells (Collectorate , Sundergarh and Collectorate, Jharsuguda) for a period of two 
years or till completion of L.A. work whichever is earlier.

Two posts of Special Land Acquisition Officer may be created for the L.A. units at 
Collectorate of Sundergarh and Jharsuguda . The posts may be filled by 
re -engagement of retired OAS-IOfficers following the procedure laid down in G.A. 
Department following Resolution No. 19637 -Gen ., dated the 3rd June 1999 as 
amended from time to time and clearance of vigilance organization and concurrence 
of G.A.Department will have to be obtained before placing the matter before Hon ble 
ChiefMinister for consideration . Besides , the re - engagement pay may be fixed as 
per the stipulation contained in F.D. OM No. 5584 — Pen .-269/ 2011 - F., dated the 
16th February 2012 .

Two retired R.I. may be engaged in the SpecialL.A. Cell at Sundergarh Collectorate 
and one retired R.I. may be engaged in the Land Acquisition Cell at Jharsuguda 
Collectorate on Contractual basis with consolidated monthly remuneration of 
Rs. 9,300 each . 
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( iii) 


Four retired Aminsmay be engaged in the Special L.A. Cell at Sundergarh Collectorate 
and Two retired Amin may be engaged in the Special L.A. Cell at Jharsuguda 
Collectorate on contractualbasis with consolidated monthly remuneration of Rs. 
5,200 each . 


( iv ) Two retired ministerial staff may be engaged in both the Special L. A. Cells on 

contractual basis with consolidated monthly remuneration ofRs. 5,200 each . 


(v) 


One Data Entry Operatormay be engaged in both the SpecialL.A. Cells on contractual 
basis with consolidated monthly remuneration of Rs. 5,200 . The engagement may 
bemade on outsourcing through service providing agency following the stipulation 
contained in F.D. letter No. 49134 - F ., dated the 29th November 2010 . 


( vi) 


One Office Attendantmay be engaged in both the Special Land Acquisition Cells on 
contractual basis with consolidated monthly remuneration of Rs. 4,440 . The 
engagementmay be made in outsourcing through service providing agency following 
the stipulations contained in F.D. Lr. No.49134 - F ., dated the 29th November 2010 .

The engagementmay be made in a transparentmanner following the relevant rules . 


( vii) The establishment cost of the two SpecialL.A. Cells including the salary cost of the 

employees shall be borne by Odisha Power Generation Corporation (OPGC).

This hasbeen concurred in by Finance Department vide their U.O.R. No. 967-PSF., 
dated the 18th February 2012 and Revenue & D.M.Department vide their U. O.R. 
No. 2/R & DM , dated the 9th January 2012 .
